One of the most curions sights in Paris, or, in- 
deed in the whole world, is afforded by a visit to 
ithe vast atelier of M. Bourguignon, situated at the 
Barriere du Trone, where the whole process of 
a few grains of dirty, heavy-looking 
sand into a diamond ef the purest water, is daily 
ging on, with the avowed purpose of deceiving 
‘everyLody but the buyer. The sand employed, 
and upon wiich everything depends, is found in 
the forests of Fontainbleau, and enjoys so great 
reputation in the trade, that large quantities are 
exported. The colouring-matter for imitatines
